A public meeting was held in the 
Farmers Pxchange hall, Carbon, on 
Monday night to discuss the drilling 
of an oil well on the leases of the 
Carbon Exploration Company, a com- 
‘pany composed of Carbon and Calgary 
interests, and also to inform the peo- 
ple who are not interested in the com- 
pany, the posibilities of oil to be ob- 
tained in the Carbon field. J. A. Mac- 
Donald, president of the Carbon Bx- 
ploration Company, presided at the 
meeting and after a few words from 
Mr. D. A. MeCannell of Calgary, the 
speaker of the evening, Mr. Edward 
Hodgson, eminent geologist of world- 
wide reputation addressed the meeting, 
telling of his experiences in other oil 
fields in Europe, Mexico and California 
and in his remarks Mr. Hodgson stated 
that the Carbon Oil Structure was 
identical with the structure of the 
greatest oi] field in the worl], namely 
that in California, and that in his es- 


timation the Carbon field was greater 
in size than that of the proven one 
in the Southern country. Mr. Hodgson 
stated that he had no hesitation in 
saying that should the Company drill 
for oil on its leases here that they 
would strike of] at a very shallow 
depth and on inquiring at what this 
depth would be he made the state- 
ment that there would be four oil 
sands, as was the case in the Califor- | 
nia field. The first would be at a depth 
of approximately 1600 feet, the second 
at 2200 feet, the third at about 3200 
feet and the fourth at about 4500 feet 
down. The speaker stated that this 
estimation was made from the kind of 
rock that was showing on the surface 
of the oil structure. According to the 
geologist, the cost of putting down a 
well to the Ofiesands will not be great | 
and he has advised the company to drill 
their own well rather than the custom 
of getting a company to drill and give 
them a certain percentage of the stock. 

After the public meeting, a private 


meeting of the directors of the Carbon 
Exploration Company was held and 


fuller details of financing were discus- , 
sed, although this has not been made! 
public to date,
